Another Eiploilon Liable to Take Place 


at Any Moment—The Work of Re- 


lieving of the Bereaved and D«i- 


tltute—The Funerals. 


RO«I.YN, Wash., May 18.—The work 


of bringing out the bodies of those 
killed In Tuesday's disaster la being 
carried on day and night as fast as 
bravo hearts and willing hands can ac- 
complish It. Five more bodies were 
taken out at «:SO this morning. The 
rescuers have been working Inces- 
santly for the past focty-elght hours 
and are worn out, but they cannot be 
persuaded to coaso work until all tho 
bodies of their friends and fellow work- 
men have been recovered, 


(!as has congregated In vast clouds at 


the bottom of the slope owing to fresh 
air being driven In and driving the gas 
before It. It would not be at all sur- 
prising iihould another explosion take 
place at any moment. It Is thought by 
experienced men that If another ex- 
plosion does occur the slope will be 
badly damaged and the reaching of the 
other bodies rendered Impossible for 
pcrhapn weeks.

Another Deluge at Kansas City. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 13.—Another 


heavy rain set in about 8 o'clock to- 
night and in addition to this the rivers 
are rising and sending a flood down.

the water came up so suddenly that it 
was impossible to get them out in time.

lage is not already under water. The 
danger line has been passed, and all 
the houses in Armourdale and Argen- 
tine will be deserted at once by the 
people

say that the present rain is falling in 
Kansas as well as western Missouri. 


The Dimtfar Line Passad. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 13.—The dan- 


ger line has been passed and the nood 
is increasing every minute. The Mis- 
souri river is now a raging torrent tad 
the town of Harlem is being covered. 
The signal office sent a warning mes- 
senger to that place at 9 o'clock, and 
told the inhabitants to get out as 
quickly as possible and the exodus be- 
gan at once 


Water is now lying all over the low 


lands across the river and the bottoms 
are covered by tho back water which 
has come in behind the dykes of the 
railroads. All the low-lying parts of 
Kansas City, Kan , aro now under wa- 
ter and in many cases the people were 
taken from their house* in boats while 
several wore competed to wade through 
water up to their waists. 


Another Dynamite Explosion, 


VIKXNA, May 13.—Consternation was 


caused, Wednesday evening in Buda- 
Pesth by the explosion of a dynamite 
cartridge beneath an electric tram car. 
The car was full of passengers and the 
dynamito cartridge exploded with a 
deafening report, shattering a wheel 
and nearly overturning1 the car. When 
the passengers had got over their panic, 
no one being bcriously hurt, it was dis- 
covered that boven more cartridges lay 
alongside the track, which fortunately 
had not exploded
